Approve Gas Tax Measure 


Gasoline and motor-vehicle fuels sold 
on military and naval reservations to 
personnel of the armed services will be 
subject to State taxation under the 
terms of legislation now nearing pas 
sage by Congress. 

Although never considered by either 
body of Congress or any congressional 
committee, Senate and House conferees 
agreed this week to write into the Fed- 
eral road aid act, a proviso granting to 
states, territories and the District of 
Columbia, the authority to collect a 
gasoline tax on fuel sold by commis- 
saries, post exchanges, ships’ stores and 
ships’ service stores located on Federal 
reservations which come within their 
borders. 

Slipped into the Road bill on the floor 
of the Senate at a moment when few 
Senators were present, the amendment 
was rewritten in conference to make it 
more drastic and is now virtually as- 
sured of becoming law. Conference re- 
ports are rarely rejected by the Senate 
and House over any but questions of 
importance and as to which there is 
sharp division of opinion. While the 
present amendment involves a violation 
of the fundamental law of this country, 
as set forth in these columns last week, 
there is little or no knowledge or inter- 
est in the subject on the part of mem- 
bers of Congress, and so the provision 
seems virtually assured of becoming law. 

As agreed upon by conferees, the pro 


viso reads: 

Sec. 10. (a) That all taxes levied by any 
State territory or the District of Columbia 
upon sales of gasoline and other motor 
vehicle fuels may be levied, in the same 
manner and to the same extent, upon such 
fuels when sold by or through post ex-

Second Army Maneuvers 
The Fifth and Sixth Corps areas are 
planning the carrying forward of exten 
sive field maneuvers of the Secoud Army 


this summer. 
The maneuvers, which probably will 
be witnessed by General Malin Craig, 


Chief of Staff, will fall into two practi 
cally separate phases. The Fifth Corps 


will concentrate and maneuver in the 
vicinity of Ft. Knox, Ky., August 1 to 


15. This force will be composed of the 
regular troops of the Corps Area and 


the 837th and 38th Divisions of the Na- 
tional Guard, amounting to roughly 


1,600 officers and 23,000 men 

The Sixth Corps, under the Second 
Army Staff, will concentrate in the 
Allegan area, northwest of Battle Creek, 


Mich., and up at Camp Custer during 
the period August 8 to 22. This force 
will be of about the same strength as 
that of the Fifth Corps and will con- 


sist of the Regular troops stationed in 
the Corps Area and of the 32nd and 
33rd Divisions of the National Guard. 

Depending on his program here in

The troops will be transported to the 
concentration area by rail, water and 
truck, and many of them will pass 
through Milwaukee and Chicago and will 
be ferried across Lake Michigan. 

The Mechanized Cavalry and Field 
Artillery from Ft. Knox and elements 
of the General Headquarters Air Force 
will take part in both phases and will 
in each case act as the enemy. 


Midshipmen Taught to Conserve Service Income 
In View of Selection-Forced Elimination System 


How young naval officers should man 
age their financial affairs so as to “keep 
the wolf from the door” after retirement 
in event of failure of selection is being 
studied by midshipmen at the Naval 
Academy as a part of the regular 
course in Economics. 

With the prospect of facing elimina- 
tion from the active list every seven 
years, midshipmen are being taught to 
foresee this catastrophe as a part of 
their education for a naval career and 
to prepare for it by judicious saving and 
management of investments. The recent 
examination given at the Academy con 
tained a question on this point which 
has occasioned much comment not only 


among midshipmen but also from offi 
cers here and in Annapolis. 

The case of an officer retired for non- 
selection to lieutenant commander is as- 
sumed in the examination question. The 
various rates of pay drawn during his 
career are given, and then declaring 
that “on the assumption he could have 


foreseen this possible future” the mid- 
shipmen taking the examination were 
directed to prepare “a wise financial 
plan for him to follow” in order that 


when his pay is greatly curtailed upon 
involuntary retirement at the age of 48 
his income may be augmented by invest 
ments,

Act to Increase Corps 
of Engineers of Army 


An increase in the commissioned 
strength of the Corps of Engineers, ne- 
cessitated by the greatly expanded rivers 
and harbors and flood control program, 
was proposed to Congress this week by 
the War Department. 

Legislation was introduced in the 
Senate and House May 27, with the ap- 
proval of the Bureau of the Budget and 
the President, providing for 185 addi- 
tional officers for the Corps and for an- 
other Assistant Chief of Engineers with 
rank of brigadier general. Hearings on 
the measure were started immediately 
by the House Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, with Maj. Gen. Edward M. Mark- 
ham, Chief of Engineers, Chairman 
Mansfield of the House Rivers and Har- 
bors Committee and Chairman Wilson 
of the House Flood Control Committee 
urging speedy passage. 

The Senate Military Committee re- 
ported the bill to the Senate May 28 in 
the form proposed by the Department. 
No hearings were held on the measure 
in the Senate, nor did the committee 
formally meet, Senator Sheppard merely 
polling the group. 

The House committee, however, en- 
tirely rewrote the bill and then ordered 


it reported to the House, As approved 
by the House committee the bill pro 
vides for an additional assistant chief 


of engineers with the rank of brigadier 
general as proposed by the Department, 
but substitutes authority to call engi- 
neer reserve officers to active duty for 
the proposed increase of 185 regular 
army engineer oflicers, 

General Markham told the House com- 
mittee that it was contemplated that the 
additional officers be secured during the 
next three from the following 
SOUrCeS : 

(1) VProportionate assignments 
from the larger West Point 
of the next three years. 

(2) Commissioning of Engineer 
Reserve officers as second lieuten- 
ants under the provisions of the 
Thomason Act. 

(3) Transfers from other arms of 
the Service. 

(4) Commissioning of graduates 
of leading civilian’ engineering 
schools, 

Additional oflicers to carry on the 
enlarged non-military duties of the 
Corps will be secured by assigning offi- 
cers thus obtained to duty with troops 
which in turn will release experienced

Engineer officers now performing mili- 
tary duty for rivers and harbors and 
flood control billets. 


Declaring that the non-military duties 
of the Corps of Engineers have increased 


“tenfold” in the last few years, Repre- 
sentative Mansfield strongly urged pas- 
sage of the bill, 

“T have discussed the proposal with 
other members of the Rivers and lHar- 
bors Committee and with members of 


the Flood Control Committee,” he said, 
“and we are all very much interested in 
the measure. I hope that the bill can 
be reported and become a law 48 soon 
as possible. The work of the Corps of 
Engineers has increased enormously and 
in the coming year is greater than ever 
before in history.” 

“Do you think that the officer increase 


asked should be temporary or perma- 
nent,” Representative Harter, Dem, of 
Ohio, asked. “Will not this enlarged 


program last only for a few years?” 

“It should be permanent,” answered 
Representative Mansfield, “The program 
outlined will take years to complete.” 

“This, I think,” Mr. Harter said, “is 
recognition of the fine services of the 
Corps of Engineers.” 

“Yos,” Mr. Mansfield agreed, “I think 
the county appreciates their services,” 

General Markham told the committee 
that members of Congress had urged 
him during the past two years to ask 
for an increase in personnel for his 
Corps, but that he had refused to do s0 
until it was clear in his mind that the 
great Increase in rivers and harbors and 
was not temporary.

Under War Depart- 
ment allowances, the Corps was allotted 
122 officers for non-military duties, but 
had been forced to “borrow” 77 officers 
from other duties for this work, he de- 
clared. Under the increase strength pro- 
vided in the bill, it was indicated, 262 
officers would be allowed for non-military 
duties. 

Severul members of the committee 
proposed calling Engineer Reserve offi- 
cers to active duty or giving them com- 
missions in the Regular Establishment. 
General Markham declared that while 
many of them were highly trained engi- 


neers, there were few possessing the 
special qualifications required for the 
Army duties in connection with the 
work, He explained how officers were 
sent to leading engineering schools to 


take the special courses arranged for 
them and then put through the Engineer 
School at Ft. Belvoir, Va. 


“No engineer out of any college in 
the country is as well qualified for these 
duties after graduation from West 
Point and these special courses,” he 
said, “at both Boston Tech and Cornell, 
I have been told that the officers sent

The text of the bill (IIR 12877 and 8. 
i000) as approved by the Senate Commit- 
tee (but amended by the louse Com 
mittee) follows: 

A Bill to provide a commissioned strength 
for the Corps of Engineers, United States 
Army, for the efficient performance of mill 
tary and other statutory duties assigned to 
that corps. 


Be it enncted by the Senate and House of 
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Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That sec- 
tion 11 (Corps of Engineers), National De- 
fense Act, as amended, is hereby further 
amended to provide one additional assistant 
te the Chief of Engineers with the rank 
of brigadier general, and one hundred and 
eighty-five additional officers in grades from 
colonel to second lieutenant, inclusive: Pro- 
vided, That the legally authorized commis- 
sioned strength of the Regular Army is in- 
creased by one hundred and eighty-five, 
which said increase shall be allotted to the 
Corps of Engineers: Provided further, That 
officers of the Corps of Engineers employed 
primarily on duty connected with non-mili- 
tary public works prosecuted under the 
direction of the Chief of Engineers, includ- 
ing river and harbor improvements, flood 
control, and so forth, shall, while so em 
ployed, be paid their pay and allowances 
from the appropriation for the work or 
works upon which they are employed: Pro- 
vided further, That the number of officers so 
engaged and so paid shall be exclusive of 
the commissioned strength of the Regular 
Army as now or hereafter limited by the 
funds appropriated by Act of Congress for 
pay of the Army.

(b) The officer in charge of such reserva- 
tion shall, on or before the fifteenth day of 
each month, submit a written statement to 
the proper taxing authorities of the State, 
Territory or Distriet of Columbia within 
whose borders the reservation is located 
showing the amount of such motor fuels 
not sold for the exclusive use of the United 
States during the preceding month.

“Announcement is made that by oper- 
ation of Section 203, Title 18, United 
States Code, Col. Joseph I. MeMullen, 
JAGD, ceased to be an officer of the 
Army on May 8, 1936.” 

The section under which McMullen 
was convicted was one of those which 
carry a provision saying that conviction 
under it disbars one from holding pub- 
lic office. Colonel MeMullen previously 
had been convicted by a General Court 
Martial and sentenced to a loss of pay 
and reduction to the lowest ranking 
colonel,

They 
were beset each day by rains that left 
the party cold and wet and that spoiled 
much of their food supplies, but fortu- 
nately wild turkeys and other game were 
plentiful. 

This route has been a riddle to many 
parties. This party is the first in many 


years to have successfully made the 
march.

The bill—long sought by pacifists and anti-national defense clements 
deprive the governing bodies of schools and colleges of the privilege of making 
military training a required subject. Should it be a required subject the measure 
would prohibit the payment of any Federal funds to the institution 

Except in the case of Land Grant Colleges which are required by the Mor ill 
act to maintain units, the War Department makes no requirement that colleges 
have mandatory military training. That decision is up to the college’s governing 
body and they have as much right to determine that as they have to determine 
whether to make English Rhetoric or physical training a required subject. 

However in the case of some middle western states where pacifist elements 
forced the abandonment of compulsory training, enrollment fell off badly. showing 
that the anti-defense forces were getting in their work on the young students 

It is not believed that the bill has any chance of cnactment at this session. 
However a favorable report by the subcommittee would give the bill a better 
stutus aft the next is to be hoped that the measure will be voted 


down decisively.

Studying Army Headgear— Considerable interest is being evidenced in the decision 
to distribute 1,700 composition and straw helmets to Army troops for a_ service 
test with a view to issuing them for tropical and semi-tropical wear. It will be 
recalled that a few years ago the National Guard secured an appropriation for a 
special type helmet. Many considered that it was not desirable for one component 
of the Army of the United States to have a different type of issue equipment from 
the other components so it was decided to undertake a general study to determine 
the advisability of making some general change in headgear. 

Therefore at the request of the Quartermaster General an extensive study is 
being made in each Corps Area of all Army headgear. Both drawings and photo 
graphs with specifications are being given consideration along with the various 
types of headgear. 

The study is being made to determine the practicalness of the various hats 
and caps now in use and whether or not they are suitable for the use that is 
heing made of them at present. Also the study will determine whether or not 
some of the older types of headgear have outgrown their usefulness, and, if 89, 
should tests and experiments be conducted to find suitable replacements. 

Maj. Gen. Stanley H. Ford, USA, has recommended that the present campaign 
hat should be retained as it is the typical American Army hat. Ile also said 
that it was desirable to conduct tests of a soft cap with pliable leather visor, as 
a possible replacement for the present overseas cap and the winter cap. All regi 
mental commanders of the 1st Division submitted reports to General Ford following 
au personal survey and study. 


Chief Gunner Retires—Chief Gunner John S. Conover U. S. Navy sheathed his 
sword last week for the last time in the Navy and went on the retired list in the 
rank of lieutenant after a total naval service of more than thirty five years.

John Conover is among the few living officers in the Navy who learned their 
trade as man of warsmen in the old training ship Essex, graduating as an 4) 
prentice boy.

Committee Approves MAC 
Change 

The House Military Affairs Commit- 
tee this week approved the Medical Ad- 
ministrative Corps bill (S. 4390) pro- 
viding that hereafter appointments in 
that Corps shall be from among grad- 
vate pharmacists rather than enlisted 
men of the Army. 

At a brief hearing, May 26, the Com- 
mittee heard Maj. Gen. C. R. Reynolds, 





Surgeon General of ‘the Army, urge pass- | 


age of the measure, and speedily re- 
ported it to the House. As it already 
has passed the Senate and has the en- 
dorsement of the Bureau of the Budget, 
oly House action stands in the way of 
wiping out the only remaining channel 


for Army enlisted men to reach com- 
missioned rank, other than through 
graduation from West Point or the Air 


Corps Training Center. 

“Under the bill,’ General Reynolds 
told the committee, “we can avail our- 
selves of high grade pharmacists, pro- 
fessional men, and thus improve the 
Medical Service of the Army. The men 


we get now do not have any _ profes- 
sional §=qualifications. The American 
Vharmaceutical Association has been 
trying for years to be represented in 
the commissioned ranks of the Army. 
This bill will accomplish that.” 

“General, it seems that this bill is 
approved by the War Department and 


is approved by the Bureau of the Budg- 
et.” stated Chairman John J. McSwain. 
“And it saves money rather than 
money. It is very seldom we get a bill 
like that—saving money and approved 
by everybody. It seems like there must 
he a ‘nigger in the wood-pile.’ ” 

“No,” answered General Reynolds, 
laughingly, “There is no ‘nigger in the 
wood-pile.” This is a very good bill. It 
Will enable us to have high grade phar- 
macists in our general hospitals.” 

“Yes,” returned Representative Me- 
Swain, “I happen to know the pharma- 
tist at Walter Reed. He is a graduate 
of the University of North Carolina and 
had a drug business until the depression 
hit him. He was very glad then to en- 
list in the Army and draw $60 a month. 
This will help him.” 

No question was raised by any mem- 
ber of the committee as to the effect of 
the bill in cutting off appointments of 
enlisted men to commissioned rank. 
Many of the members seemed to be un- 
der the impression that the effect of the 
bill was to permit enlisted pharmacists 
t0 be commissioned. On this point, Gen- 
eral Reynolds said: 

“We have a few, a very few, pharma- 
tists who are enlisted men, and they 
Will be eligible if they have graduated 
from a recognized school of pharmacy 
having a four-year cours*.”

read to the committee by the Surgeon 
General : 

“This Bill applies only to the Regu- 
lar Army Medical Department. It does 
not affect in any way the National 
Guard, the Organized Reserves or the 
Officers Reserve Corps. It does not in 
any way affect the commission or the 
status of any oflicer in the military es- 
tablishment. 

“The Bill provides for the appoint- 
ment in the Medical Administrative 
Corps of the Regular Army of sixteen 
(16) pharmacists who are graduates of 
recognized schools and colleges of phar- 
macy giving a four-year course of in 
struction. It substitutes these technical 
and professional men for those now be- 
ing appointed who, under law, are en 
listed men of the Regular Army whose 
sole legal requirement is that they shall 
have had at least two years of service 
as enlisted men (which appointments 
will cease in the operation of this Act. 

“The appointment of well trained 
pharmacists will improve the Medical 
Service of the Army. These officers will 
be employed in the procurement, exam 
ination and storage and issue of drugs, 
chemicals, biologicals and Medical De 
partment supplies and equipment, and 
for other duties pertaining to the Medi 
eal Administrative Corps. They will be 
assigned to duty in the supply depots, 
in the general hospitals and the largest 
military posts. In such positions they 
will have charge of all pharmaceutical 
work and serve as supply officers. They 
will also be available for training en 
listed men in pharmacy work and de 
veloping this feature of hospital service 

“In substance, this Bill substitutes a 
small number of men highly trained in 


professional and technical matters for 
enlisted men who are without any spe- 
cial qualifications for service in the 
commissioned force of the Medical De- 


partment. 

“Tt does practically no violence to the 
National Defense Act. 

“Tt does not increase the officer force 
of the Army. 

“It does not add a dollar to the bude- 


et or the expense of maintaining the 
Army. It is not in conflict with the 
President's financial policy. 


“This Bill has the indorsement of the 
War Department and in my opinion it 
will improve the Medical Service of the 
Army.” 

There are at present 
Medical Administrative Corps, as fol- 
lows: 29 captains, 14 first lieutenants 
and 23 second lieutenants. There is no 
advancement in the Corps beyond cap- 
tain If the bill is enacted, vacancies 
in the Corps will be filled by appointing 
as second lieutenants pharmacists who 
are graduates of recognized schools or 
colleges having four vear courses.

ever, it is provided that there shall not 
be more than 16 pharmacists in the 
Corps. This will mean that ultimately, 
after the oflicers appointed under the 
old law have retired or otherwise left 
the service, that the size of the Corps 
will be reduced to 16 officers. 


The idea of committee members that 
the legislation was designed to aid en- 


listed pharmacists was expressed in the 
report of the bill. Concluding an ex- 
planation of the measure, the report 
said: 

“The committee feel that under, pres- 
ent conditions, proper recognition com- 
mensurate with the education and quali- 
fication of the pharmacists connected 
with the Medical Corps of the United 
States Army is lacking. This makes it 
impossible to secure pharmacists of the 
proper professional qualifications to fill 
this most important function connected 
with the Medical Corps. This legisla- 
tion will remedy the present condition 
and will without additional cost add to 
the efficiency of the Medical Corps and 
give these specialists the recognition in 
rank to which they are entitled.” 


U. S. Fleet Returning to Bases 

Having completed its secret maneu- 
vers, the United States Fleet, under the 
command of Admiral Joseph M. Reeves, 
left Balboa, C. Z., May 26, for the San 
Pedro and San Diego, Calif., district and 
is expected to reach those ports June 6. 

The Fleet departed from San Pedro 
and San Diego, April 27, and for the 
purposes of “Fleet Problem XVII” was 
divided into White and Blue Forces, the 
White commanded by Vice Adm. Arthur 
J. Hepburn, who will become Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Fleet June 24, 
and the Blue commanded by Vice Adm. 
William I). Leahy. The problem involved 
scouting and screening, day and night 
destroyer attacks and a great deal of 
aircraft maneuvering over water, both 
day and night. 

Some idea of the strenuousness of the 


maneuvers may be gained by the fact 
that two of the bhattleships—the New 
Mexico and Mississippi—had to return 


to their California base when turbine 
trouble disabled one of the engines of 
each vessel, The two ships were able to 
proceed to port under their own power, 
hut were accompanied by three tugs. 

A new precedent for secrecy in the 
Fleet was set this year when both news 
papermen and cameras were barred 
from the maneuvers. In previous years 
newsmen and photographers were al 
lowed to accompany the Fleet on its 
annual maneuvers. Whether or not this 
will be the policy of the Navy in the 
future remains to be seen. 

An interesting part of the maneuvers 
was what is believed to be the largest 


single day’s work for Neptunas Rex, 
Ruler of the Raging Main, and His 


Majesty's Scribe, Davey Jones, since the 
beginning of his reign when 29,751 Polly- 
wogs attached to the Fleet were initiated 
as Shellbacks on the occasion of cross- 
ing the Equator. The initiation was in 
accordance with the oldest traditions of 
the sea, and each of the newly initiated 
Shellbacks will be awarded a handsome 
diploma bearing the seal of Neptunas 
Rex and Davey Jones. The diploma also 
bears the seal of the Navy Department 
and the Commanding Officer of the ship 
on which the Pollywog became a Shell- 
back. 

Movements of the vessels following 
the return of the battle force to the 
San Diego-San Pedro area has been an- 
nounced. The cruiser Cincinnati will 
remain in port but a few hours before 
proceeding to Mare Island for an over- 
hauling: the cruiser Marblehead is to 
sail for San Pedro June 8 and return to 
San Diego June 22; the battleship Cali- 
fornia is to leave San Pedro June 10 for 
the Bremerton Navy Yard: the destroy- 
ers Aaron Ward, Hale, Crowinshield and 
Ruchanan will sail for Mare Island 
June 9; the aircraft carrier Lexington, 
after leaving her planes at North Island 
for the summer air concentration is to 
sail June 11 for Bremerton, Wash.; the 
cruiser Omaha, now being overhauled at 
Mare Island, will return to San Diego 
June 18 and the destroyer tender Altair 
from the same vard June 12; the air 





craft carrier Ranger will leave San 
Diego June 18 for the Puget Sound Navy 
Yard, and the destroyers Boggs and 
Lamberton, now at Mare Island, will 
sail for San Diego June 22.

Strengthen 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
The hearing recently held on HR- 
12241, which is a bill to strengthen the 
Air Reserve, is particularly timely in 
view of the passage of legislation to 
call into service a large group of Air 
Reserve officers for an extended period 
of duty with the Army Air Corps. These 
officers, together with the cadets and 
newly commissioned lieutenants who 
are recent graduates of the Air Corps 
School at Randolph Fld. on their first 
tours of duty with tactical units, com- 
prise a major portion of the active fly- 
ing personnel of the Air Corps. To them 
will be assigned the bulk of the tactical 
and training flights which are necessary 
to make the Air Corps operations ef- 
fective. Probably these young men will 
welcome the opportunity of plenty of 
flying, and if they have no responsibili- 
ties other than their own personal 
needs, they will have few worries about 
their minimum pay status or provision 
for dependents in the event of their in- 


jury or death. The same _ provisions 
which cover their regular Air Corps 


associates do not apply to them and it 
is a grave question whether the bene- 
fits they or their estates will receive 
in case of accident are adequate. 

At the termination of active duty a 
Reserve officer reverts to an inactive 
status, and any flights he makes to 
maintain his efficiency as an Air officer 
are done at his own expense and risk 
except now provided. Obviously, 
when young men are endeavoring to es- 
tablish themselves in business and 
family life they seriously consider the 
expenditures and personal liabilities 
they undertake in the interest of mili- 
tary work. Tlowever. from the stand- 
point of the huge investment which the 
Government has made in training them, 
it is very important to keen these offi- 
cers reasonably well trained and avail- 
able for service. 

The bill HR-12241 is intended to better 
provide for Air Reserve officers in re- 
gard to possible accident and the expense 
incurred in travel. ete. for flying train- 
ing. It should he noted that while the 
Regular Services are seeking “compen- 
sation for officers and enlisted men who 
use privately owned antomobiles on 
Government business’ (No. 8 on ARMY 
AND Navy JourNat priority list) an Air 
Reserve officer is prohibited from pur- 
chasing ghsoline at Army rates at Air 
Corps fields even though he may have 
traveled many miles for his voluntary 
training. 

The proposed bill is heing advocated

Perhaps you think this . cheery 
prospect would attract worthwhile 
wen to the service, or keep them in it 
afterward. Perhaps you think such a 
wllection of antiques would provide an 
effective, on-its-toes first line of de- 
fepse, Which the taxpayer is paying for 
and has a right to expect. 

The only way to avoid that is to have 
forced attrition, just as obtains in every 
other walk of life. The only sensible 
kind of forced attrition, that I know of, 
jg selection. I think it should be based 
op an Officer’s record, and that should 
entain a history of what he has done 
and what he is thought capable of do- 
ing. It should be contributed to chiefly 
by his immediate superiors in the posi- 


tions assigned. But testimony of any 
other actual observers should be com- 


yetent and helpful. 

Doubtless we could improve the fit- 
ness report. But no matter how good, 
it won’t make itself out. The first and 
most urgent step, in my opinion, is to 
impress reporting seniors with the need 
of studying the results and capabilities 
of their juniors. The next is to see 
that it is done. 

There are many details in the selec- 
ton machinery that could be changed 
ad improved. It could be done by offi- 
ers of judgment and experience, with 
nw personal interest and no_ other 
thought except the good of the service.

They 
would be allowed to either retire volun- 
tarily at any time after results of selec- 
tion for that year were announced or 
could remain in service as extra num- 
bers up to time limit for their grade, 
14 years for lieutenants and 21 for lieu- 
tenant commanders, etc.

The advantages of the above stated 
method of selection are as follows: 

1. Every officer would have a hand in 
selecting his seniors and also those he 
would most desire as his juniors.

(Within certain 
limitations. ) 

4. Spite fitness reports and certain 
classes of black marks on records would 
not have undue weight against an officer 
that they now have. He would be se- 
lected by service reputation instead of 
fitness reports. 

5. It eliminates any tendency of an 
officer to carry favor from any one group 
of officers. 

6. No officer would be handicapped on 
account of the type of duty he has per- 
formed which after all is a matter some- 
what beyond his control as in most cases 
he is simply carrying out orders. 

7. It stops the practice of certain 
groups of officers carrying on their poli- 
cies by selection of officers known to 
favor these policies.

“Maritime Day” Observed 

“Maritime Day,” designated by Con- 
gress as the day on which honor should 
be paid to the nation’s civilian sailors, 
was observed May 22. On Thursday, 
May 21, N. M. Hubbard, Executive Sec- 
retary of the Navy League of the United 
States, made an appeal to Congress to 
pass the Merchant Marine Bill before 
adjournment. 

In his appeal Mr. Hubbard pointed out 
that the act provides for the building of 
modern efficient types of vessels in Ameri- 
can shiipyards, with 85 per cent of the 
cost going directly into the pockets of 
American labor. His statement adds:

They 
should consider the selection problem 
and bring in some corrective measures 
to do away with the present criticism 
of the selection system.” 





Baltic Society Dinner 

Members of the Baltic Society from 
all parts of the United States are ex- 
pected to attend a dinner tonight at 
the Army and Navy Club, Washington, 
ID. C.. given by General John J. Persh- 
ing, General of the Armies. 

The Baltic society is composed of 
members of the original Pershing party 
who accompanied him to France nine- 
teen years ago. General Pershing’s party 
sailed for France May 28, 1918, on board 
the Steamship Baltic of the White Star 
Line. There were 57 officers, 68 field 
clerks and civilians, and 67 enlisted men 
in the party. 

General Pershing is commander of the 
Raltic Society and Maj. Gen. James G. 
Harbord, Col. Hugh M. Young and Col. 
Hugh B. Moore are vice commanders. 
Capt. George EK. Adamson is secretary- 
treasurer and W. O. Charles B. Shaw 
is deputy secretary-treasurer.

Oppose Air Command Bill 

The Navy Department has recom- 
mended against the enactment of legis- 
lation requiring that line officers of the 
Navy and Marine Corps detailed to com- 
mand aviation schools air stations or 
aircraft carriers, tender air units organ- 
ized for flight be naval aviators or ob- 
servers of not less than 10 years service. 

In its letter to the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee the Navy Department 
said, “the Navy department feels that 
such requirements should not be enacted 
into law. The detail of officers to duties 
there are best qualified to perform falls 
naturally and properly within the ad- 
ministrative responsibility of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, and it has been the 
experience of the Navy Department 
over a long period of years that there 
should be a degree of flexibility in the 
application of any policy which has a 
direct bearing on the efficiency of the 
Navy. Furthermore, it is the opinion 
of the Navy Department that no situa- 
tion exists warranting the legislative 
interference enunciated by this bill.” 





To Sponsor Destroyers 

The President of the United States 
has designated Miss Evelyn Standley, 
daughter of Adm. W. H. Standley, USN, 
Chief of Naval Operations and Acting 
Secretary of the Navy, as sponsor for 
the USS Pickerel, Submarine No. 177; 
and Miss. Frances W. Andrews, daugh- 
ter of Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, 
USN, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, as sponsor for the USS Lamson, 
Destroyer No, 367, named in honor of 
the late Lt. Roswell Hawkes Lamson, 
USN. 

Would Increase Marine Corps 

A “mandatory” fifty percent increase 
in the officer and enlisted strength of 
the Marine Corps would be authorized 
under the terms of a bill introduced in 
the House this week by Representative 
Melvin Maas, Rep. of Minn. 

The officer strength of the Corps 
would be built up to 1,633, exclusive of 
chief warrant and warrant officers, in 
three annual increments, and the enlisted 
strength likewise increased to 27,200 
men under the bill (HR 12847). Two 
hundred of the additional officers shall 
be assigned to aviation duty and carried 
as additional numbers, the bill provides. 
During the period the officer increase is 
being attained, Reserve Officers not 
above the rank of captain shall be called 
to active duty to handle the additional 
enlisted men, it is specified. The Presi- 
dent is given authority to fix the num- 
bers of enlisted men in grade. 


Coast Guard Commandant 

The House Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries reported out bill HR 
12734 entitled a “bill to amend an Act en- 
titled ‘An Act to distribute the com- 
missioned line and engineer officers of the 
Coast Guard in grades and for other pur- 
poses,’” which provides that the Com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard shall, when 
retired, be retired with the rank of Com- 
mandant and with the pay of a rear ad- 
miral (upper half) of the Navy on the 
retired list, without amendment, May 22, 
and recommended that it pass. 

The Commandant of the Coast Guard 
is at present the only officer of the Coast 
Guard whose retired pay is not based 
upon his active service pay, and the only 
officer holding the rank of a rear admiral 
(upper half) whose retired pay is not 
$6,000. The bill was introduced by Rep- 
resentative Bland of Virginia May 18 at 
the request of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. The bill also has the approval of 
the Bureau of the Budget.

The Naval service in general, and the 
officers on duty at the Naval Academy 
and the regiment of midshipment, in par- 
ticular, are to be congratulated on the 
acquirement of a second work of art from 
the brush of that distinguished American 
artist of compositions of the sea, 
Charles R. Patterson, a seaman in his 
own right, whose mural, depicting the 
victory of the United States Frigate Con- 
stellation over the French Frigate L’In 
surgente on the waters of the Caribbean 
in 1799, was unveiled in Memorial Hall, 
at the Naval Academy on May 26th. 

The new Patterson mural is the gift to 
the Academy of Mrs. Willard H. Brown 
son, aS a memorial to her late husband, 
Rear Admiral Brownson, a graduate of 
the Naval Academy in the class of 1865, 
and an officer of the Navy, distinguished 


in his profession, throughout the forty 
two years of his naval service. Very 
fittingly, the cord which revealed the 


magnificent mural to view, was pulled by 
Midshipman Thomas C. Hart, jr., the only 
grandson of Admiral Brownson, and the 
son of Rear Adm. Thomas C,. Hart, now 
at sea in command of the cruisers of the 
tattle Force, and superintendent of the 
Naval Academy, 1931-1934. 

The Brownson commission to paint the 
slashing victory of the Constellation over 
the French ship has been a work of love 
to Charles R. Patterson. This work of 
superb art may be called a companion 
piece to his mural in the Naval Academy's 
Memorial Hall that depicts the opening of 
the engagement between the Constitution 
and the Java, at sundown off the coust 
of Brazil, in 1812. 

The Patterson mural of the Constitu 
tion Java battle is perhaps, the largest 
canvas in America of a marine composi 
tion Unveiled in 1931, the gift of Kd 
ward J. Berwind, an alumnus of the 
Acacemy, the dimensions of the mural 
were so large that no loom in America 
could turn out the canvas in one piece. 
The work was done on a Belgian loom. 

Lovers of art, who likewise cherish 
pictures of the sea fights of the Navy of 
the United States in the days of sail, can 
well be grateful to Mrs. Willard HL. 
Brownson. Mrs. Brownson’s choice of

the process of erection, under the direc 
tion of Ernest M. Flagg, architect of the 
present Naval Academy.

Midshipmen’s Cruise Itinerary 

The annual Midshipmen’s Practice 
Squadron will leave Annapolis, Md., June 
5, 1936, for Portsmouth, England, ae 
cording to plans now completed. The 
Squadron will consist of the USS Arkan 
sus, USS Wyoming, and USS Oklahoma. 

The Squadron will be at Portsmouth 
from June 20 to 27 from where it will 
then depart for Cottenberg, Sweden, ar 
riving there July 3 and leaving July 9 
for Cherburg, France, The Squadron 
will arrive at Cherburg July 21 and re 
main there until July 27, at which time 


it will sail for Hampton Roads, Va., 
arriving there August 10, 
From August 10 to 19 the midship- 


men will conduct their annual gunnery 
training from these battleships; from 20 
to 26 the Squadron will be at sea, with 
the exception of one day and night which 
will be spent in New York City, and on 


August 27 the midshipmen will disem 
bark at Annapolis. 

Rear Adm. Wilson Brown, USN, will

Practice Squadron. He will be detached 
from his duty as Naval Aide to the 
President in May and relieve Rear Adm 
Ilayne Ellis, USN, of command of the 
Training Squadron, Scouting Force, 
about May 26.
